MISSIONARY REPORT. 


To the Tombigbee Missionary Baptist Association, Greetings :-— 
Beloved and faithful body I shall not attempt to enter a lengthy 
detailed report. My labors in your bounds has been doctrinal 
altogether, and if the blessed Lord has received honors, to Him be 
the glory. If a great many or a few have been saved I give to 
the faithful pastors all the instrumental glory. My collections 
have been taken at large gatherings in which some times the 
members of a half dozen churches have contributed making it 
absolutely impossible to give a detailed and named report, For all 
purposes I have collected $412.55, Eld. J. A, Scarboro received 
$82.20, Eld. J. N. Hall received $58.50, Eld. C. A. Gilbert receiy- 
ed $8.75 of this amount, leaving in my hands $263.10. - 

My earnest prayers and labors, under fires of dark persecutions, 
was to clear the field of the poisonous banes of Campbellism, 
Methodism and kindred heresies and to aid pastors and churches 
maintain a faithful Baptist order of things, and I glory in report- 
ing that all over the field these heresies have been crushed or 
crippled with the exception of Union Grove where Campbellism 
coerced obedience by violence and even unlawful methods in some 
instances. I have never known a nobler band of pastors nor 
churches, and a more kindly and Godly people than the Baptists in 





the Tombighee Association and I pray God to direct you well next 
year and all time.
